2. Article 33(2) PCT: 

2.1 . The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter 
of claim 1 and shows (the references in parentheses applying to this document) 
an illuminated device (see Fig. 1) comprising: 

- a box-like body (1) with a back (13) and side walls (15) extending from said 
back (13), 

- a front wall (2) with a central opening (21) connected to said back (13) by said 
side walls (15) characterized in that on the inner face of said back (13) a 
decorative image is reproduced and a light source (3) extends at the inner side 
of said front wall around said central opening (21) and close to said side walls. 

2.2. The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known device in that: 

- it is an illumination device and is designed to be embedded in a ceiling or a 
wall or attached to a ceiling, and 

- the side walls have reflective inner faces and a width substantially greater than 
the minimum necessary to house said light source so as to enhance the 
sensation of depth conveyed by said image 

2.3. The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT).

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as how to 
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illuminate a room with a device integrating a decorative image. The solution to this 
problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is considered as involving an 
inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT).
